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ME Comment. In early 1949 the Central Committee 
of the Communist Party of dustria resolved to 
establish committees of the unemployed. Such 
committees did not appear in the open, however, 
presumably because of the advantageous employment 
sitnation in 1949, However, sinee the number of 
unemployed at present essentially surpasses the 
1949 figure, it is possible that committees of 
this type will be formed in some towns, 
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
